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SECTION  B. 


Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area, 
Refuse  Removal, 


The  considerable  increase  in  the  population 
of  the  district,  mainly  of  persons  unaccustomed  to 
cesspool  drainage,  has  throvm  considerable  strain  upon 
the  Council's  and  contractors’  services  in  the  emptying 
of  cesspools  and  removal  of  house  refuse. 

The  additional  v;ork  on  salvage,  together  with 
the  labour  shortage,  vehicle  maintenance  and  the  restricted 
areas  of  land  available  for  the  reception  of  cesspool 
contents  have  all  contributed  to  the  difficulty  of 
maintaining  a regular  and  adequate  service. 

During  the  year  a new  Dennis  exhauster  was 
purchased  to  serve  the  parishes  of  Datchet,  Horton  and 
V/raysbury,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  an  order  for  a 
similar  vehicle  was  placed  to  relieve  the  contractor  and 
provide  better  facilities  in  Denham  and  Stoke  Poges, 

Salvage , 


A variety  of  methods  have  been  used  to  collect 
and  dispose  of  the  salvage  in  the  District.  In  the 
parishes  v/here  scavenging  is  done  by  direct  labour,  the 
refuse  vehicles  have  collected  various  classes  of  material 
and  this  has  been  deposited,  sorted,  and  baled  at  the 
Depots  at  Gerrards  Cross,  Burnham  and  Horton.  The  latter 
Depot  has  dealt  with  the  baling  of  all  tins. 

Voluntary  salvage  Depots  were  established  at 
Earnham  Common,  Burnham,  Taplov;,  Stoke  Poges,  Iver  and 
Denham,  and  much  valuable  assistance  was  given  thereby; 
there  is  no  doubt  that  as  time  goes  on  the  necessity  for 
such  Depots  will  be  more  evident. 

In  other  parishes  where  scavenging  is  done 
by  Contractors  a fair  amount  of  salvage  has  been  collected 
and  at  Iver  the  Contractor  gave  facilities  for  a baling  and 
sort ing  Depot ,

The  inspection  of  premises  under  the  Housing

(due  to  enemy  action)  of  houses  subject  to  action  under 
the  Housing  Act  193o  were  granted  under  the  Defence 
Regulat ions .

Under  the  Government  Control  shceme  there  is 
nov7  only  one  s]  aup;ht  er-house  in  commission.  This  is 
situated  at  Gerrards  Cross  and  supplies  the  Rural  District 
and  one  shop  in  Beac onsf ield . The  total  number  of  animals 
slaughtered  thereat  was  11,763  as  compared  with  2,453  for 
1939*  Duing  to  lack  of  sufficient  layerage  and  suitable 
access,  the  slaughter-house  cannot  be  regarded  as  entirely 
suitable  for  the  slaughter  of  so  many  animals.

The  bacterial  count  of  one  reached 
102,000  which  exceeds  the  prescribed  limit  by  2000,  This  was 
in  all  probability  due  to  incomplete  sterilisation  of  the 
bottles,  A sample  taken  a v;eek  later  reached  the  required 
standard.

A study  of  the  Vital  Statistics  shov;s  that  in 
spite  of  a ^Qrjo  increase  in  the  population  of  the  area, 
with  the  consequent  strain  upon  housing  accommodation 
and  the  sanitary  services,  the  health  of  the  district 
has  remained  very  satisfactory. 


The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  population 
for  mid-year  1940  is  38>420,  but  the  National  Registration 
Officer's  estimate,  which  is  a far  more  accurate  figure 
and  within  100  or  so  of  the  population  at  that  time,  is 
45 >000,  In  arriving  at  the  Birth  and  Death  rates  it  is 
very  material  which  figure  is  accepted  as  the  true 
population.  On  the  Registrar  General's  estimate  the 
Birth  rate  is  14*2,  but  on  the  National  Registration 
Officer's  estimate  12*0,  The  corresponding  figures  for 
the  Death  rates  are  12*1  and  10*3. 


The  incidence  of  and  deaths  from  the  principal 
infectious  diseases  approximate  to  those  obtaining  in 
pre-war  years.  32  infants  failed  to  survive  their  first 
year  of  life,  which  gives  an  Infant  Mortality  rate  of  58 
per  thousand  births.  This  figure  exceeds  the  National 
rate  by  3 and  is  higher  than  has  obtained  in  the  district 
for  several  years.  Analysing  the  causes  of  deaths,  it 
is  not  possible  to  attribute  this  increase  to  any  definite 
cause.  More  than  half  were  due  to  prematurity  or 
congenital  malformations,  both  of  which  were  slightly 
higher  than  is  usually  the  case.  The  causes  of  death  are 
set  out  below

93  notifications  of  Scarlet  Fever  were 
received.  This  is  higher  than  has  obtained  for  some 
years  and  was  due  to  a number  of  cases  occurring  in  the 
Burnham  Parish  during  the  late  summer.  The  majority  were 
of  the  prevailing  mild  type.  73  were  admitted  to  Hospital, 
and  no  deaths  were  recorded. 

22  cases  of  Diphtheria  occurred  and  were 
fairly  evenly  distributed  throughout  the  year,  a maximum 
number  of  7 occurring  during  the  month  of  July.  Of  the  7> 

4 were  in  one  family,  the  first  case  being  fatal  at  home 
before  a diagnosis  of  Diphtheria  vjas'  made.  The  other 
death  from  Diphtheria  v/as  a child  of  l8  months  v/ho  was 
admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  with  the  laryngeal  type 
which  proved  fatal  5 days  after  admission  after  a tracheotomy 
had  been  performed. 

The  Council  in  1939  approved  the  expenditure 
incurred  in  offering  immunisation  to  all  elementary  school 
children.  During  1940  it  was  not  found  possible  owing  to 
pressure  of  other  work  to  immunise  more  than  1202  children,  but 
since  then  a further  2327  school  children  have  been  protected 
against  Diphtheria  by  immunisation,  which  I feel  sure  will 
reflect  very  favourably  upon  the  incidence  of  this  disease 
during  1941,  at  any  rate  as  regards  the  school  children, 

10  ca-aes  of  Cerebr o-Spinal  Meningitis  were 
notified,  8 v\fere  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospitals  at 
Cippenham  and  Burnhjirn,  one  aged  4 months  to  Windsor  Hospital 
and  one  aged  10  to  the  Hillingdon  County  Hospital,  The 
case  admitted  to  the  Windsor  Hospital  proved  fatal  but  the 
remainder  made  complete  recoveries.  Of  the  8 cases  admitted 
to  Cippenham  and  Burnham,  3 were  severe.  All  were  treated 
with  H and  B 693  and  anti-toxin*  In  all  cases  the 
Meningococcus  was  found  in  the  cerebro-spinal  fluid. 

A small  outbreak  of  Infantile  Paralysis  occurred 
in  September  and  October  in  the  parishes  of  Earnham,  Hedgerley 
and  Gerrards  Cross.  The  first  case,  notified  on  the  3^d« 
September,  proved  fatal  8 days  from  the  onset.  Subsequently 
a further  6 v;ere  notified  on  the  27th.  and  29th,  September, 
and  the  2nd,,  8th,,  l6th,  and  29th.  Octobexa  One  case  -was 
admitted  to  the  Hillingdon  Hospital  before  not  if  icat  ioxi,  the 
remainder  going  to  the  Cippenham  or  Burnhom  Hospitals,  Of 
those  admitted  to  these  latter  Hospitals,  one  required 
subsequent  orthopaedic  treatment  which  was  undertaken  at  the 
Ministry  of  Pensions  Hospital,  Stoke  Mandeville.  The  remainder 
have  made  complete  recoveries. 
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On  the  occurrence  of  the  second  case, 
the  schools  in  the  Parishes  affected  were  closed  and 
parents  v;ere  advised  by  circular  letter  of  the  early 
symptoms  and  signs  of  the  disease  and  the  advisability 
of  preventing  the  children  intermingling. 

The  eighth  case,  a v;oman  of  22,  residing  in 
the  parish  of  Iver  was  notified  as  Infantile  Paralysis 
on  account  of  some  weakness  of  the  legs  from  \7hich  she 
had  suffered  for  some  time  prior  to  notification,  and 
for  which  she  had  been  treated  during  her  stay  in  the 
north  of  England. 


Measles  was  somewhat  prevalent  during  the 
year,  the  greatest  number  occurring  during  the  summer 
months,  which  of  course  is  unusual  in  this  disease. 

24  of  the  354  cases  were  admitted  to  Hospital  but  no 
deaths  v;cre  recorded. 

A supply  of  Measles,  serum  is  kept  at  the 
Town  Hall,  and  is  always  at  the  disposal  of  the  General 
Practitioners  for  contacts  to  whom  it  is  considered 
advisable  to  administer  the  serum.  In  this  connection, 
it  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  scrum  is  obtained 
from  blood  given  by  the  inhabitants  of  Slough  and  the 
surrounding  district  at  the  Blood  Transfusion  Depot  at 
the  Social  Centre. 


16  cases  of  V'.'ho oping  Cough  were  notified, 
the  number  being  considerably  belov/  that  obtaining  in 
England  andV/ales,  No  request  was  received  for  the 
admission  of  any  to  Hospital  and  no  fatal  case  from 
Whooping  Cough  occurred. 

At  the  end  of  1940,  2289  official  evacuees 
were  billeted  in  the  district  as  compared  with  2142
